2. Contribution to the knowledge of the Aculeate Hymenoptera 
in the Island of Bornholm 


At midsummer in 1958 I visited the Island of Bornholm for ten days. My 
trip to Bornholm was due to my wish to investigate the fauna of wild apids 
and to some extent other hymenoptera. In Jorgensen's paper (1921) there 
are only a few apid-species reported from Bornholm and the same thing 
can be seen in the scientific Danish journals. 

As this island is situated in the southern part of the Baltic not far from 
the German coast and has a very mild climate there was good chances to 
make interesting finds. 

My visit was favoured by rather good wheather so I could make several 
trips by car to different parts of the island. | was very much interested in 
the localities on the seashores between Arnager Bugt and Fredensberg 
(Ronne). Here I made two interesting finds viz. Anthophora aestivalis Pz., 
the first find in the Scandinavian countries and Sphecodes spinulosus v. Hgs., 
the second find in Denmark (see Faester 1953). 

In the following list of species there are also some finds of species captured 
by Prof. O. Lundblad, in the list abbreviated O. L. He has captured these 
insects at Ronne (14.7 and 15.7.1958) and Paradisbakkene (18.7.1958). I wish 
convey my sincerest thanks to Prof. Lundblad and the following experts who 
have helped me with some determinations viz. Dr. h.c. P. Blüthgen (Halictus 
and solitary wasps), Dr. W. Grünwaldt (some Andrena-species), Keeper 
E. Kjellander (Sphecodes) and Mr. E. Valkeila (some Sphecides and Pom- 
pilides) .

But Blüthgen has determined 
these Danish specimens. However, Nielsen (1907 p. 72) mentions this species as 
belonging to Denmark's fauna. Probably it is a rare species.
